SCOPE OF WORK FOR RADIO CONNECTION MAINTENANCE CONTRACT

1. Background and Need

Since 2003, part of CDC Retro-Cl staff has moved to New Embassy compound
(NEC). Both CDC sites RETROCI and NEC are using the same Network. This
communication has been possible because a radio connection bridge was
installed. The connection has been reliable and stable during the past 15 years
and it is still in use allowing both sites to share the data and network
environment. In order to improve the traffic of information, new technology
based on optic fiberis available.

CDC would like to have a more reliable interconnection system that is better
than the radio point to point connection that experiences some outages due to
weather conditions.

Contractors).

(15) Equivalent State laws as defined in the DOL Guidance. (The only
equivalent State laws implemented in the FAR are OSHA-approved State Plans,
which can be found at ).
